Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicant's argument that Claim 
Rejection under 101 has to be withdrawn, the examiner points out that process claims 1-11, 13-16, 18-25, 32-39, 41, 43, 44, 46-50 fail the 
second branch of the machine-or-transformation test as described in Bilski, 545 F.3d at 961-62, to determine whether the subject matter of 
are patent-eligible under 35 U.S.C. § 101, because in claims 1-11, 13-16, 18-25, 32-39, 41, 43, 44, 46-50 nothing must be transformed, not 
even data, when the steps are construed as encompassing no more than receiving information and providing information. The "generating" 
steps d not necessarily require transformation of data by a machine. Therefore, the process of claims 1-11, 13-16, 18-25, 32-39, 41, 43, 44, 
46-50 fail the machine-or-transformation test and is not patent-eligible under 35 U.S.C. § 101. 

In response to Applicant's request to clarify the status of claims 48-50, it is noted that claims 48-50 erroneously omitted from the statement 
of the 35 USC 103. Therefore, as mentioned in the explanation of the claim rejection at pages 16-17 of the Final Office Action claims 48-50 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 

§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over Maloney in view of Fox et al. 

In response to Applicant's argument that Applicants traverse the rejections under 35 U.S.C. §§ 1 02(a) and 1 03(a) for at least the reasons 
discussed in Applicants' Appeal Brief filed on February 3, 2006, Pursuant to M.P.E.P. § 706.07(h), Applicants' arguments in the Appeal 
Brief and Reply Brief regarding the rejections under 35 U.S.C.§§ 102(a) and 103(a) are incorporated herein by reference, the examiner 
stipulates that Applicants' arguments presented in the Appeal Brief filed on February 3, 2006, and Reply Brief filed on June 
12, 2006, are fully addressed in the Examiner's Answer to Appeal Brief of 10/30/2008. 
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
